SAZONOV were ‘met by KAHN. During this meeting, KAHN identified 
hinself in SAZOIOV's presence as a representative of an intelli- 
gence service, and made an obvious attempt to recruit Subject. 

The latter vas requested to sign a loyalty pledga to the effect 
that he was to collaborate willingly vith Soviet Intelligence. 

He refuse’, and, although an argiment ensued, no physical pressure 
or threats were applied. Subject did not sce KAHN again. At the 
International Club, upon Sydject's return to Copenhagen, he encountered 
one Viaedielav Mikhailovich ARARCHALIN, an employee of the Soviet 
BEabassy and a KOS officer with whon he conversed, usually in the 
presence. of other students. Towarda the end of Kovember, ABARCHALIN 
effected a reunion between Subject and Boris KIRYACHKOV. The latter 
atteapted to dismiss the previously mentioned shorted recruitment 

in Minsk as a misunderstanding. Between November 1959 and April 
1960, Subject held a few street-corner meetings with KHRYACHKCV. 

On different occasions the latter’ requested him to: a. rid himself 
of his passport because of tho many Soviet bloc viess which it 
contained; b. accept delivery of lettors from KHRYACHKOY in 
England to be turned over wopened to someone else; anic. rent an 
apartment where Subject vould invite his American friends to meet 
Soviets. Subject reportedly refused these requests. In April 1960. 
Subject was introduced by KHRYACHKOV to another Soviet called 
“Grigoriy.” The latter was to be Subject's new contact. Subject 
met Grigoriy approximitely four additional times, but refused 
Grigoriy's requests tor written statements about ‘hie student friends.
